years without ever cleaning it.

condition caused him to give 16% 
ounces for a pound. 
Figuring on 
200 sales a day and the average price 
of commodities sold at 16 cents 
a 
pound, and the average weight of 
each package two pounds, his loss 
for one year was 
$612. 
Another 
m erchant lost $000 a year, but this 
same m erchant was fortunate to be 
using another scale th at was losing 
the public a similar sum. 
Wausau Typical 
W ausau’s experience is also typi­ 
cal. 
"The m ajority of the wagon scales 
which I have encountered,’* said J. 
H. Pomeroy, W ausau's 
city sealer, 
"have been like Sweet Alice of con­ 
cert ball fame— they have had a ‘ta k ­ 
ing weigh.’ The owners of these have 
been busy tearing them up and hav­ 
ing them rebuilt.” 
This sealer also found a tomato

W hat is loosely term ed our law­ 
lessness is not crim inality, but just 
an easy going, good natured disre­ 
gard for authority, 
It expresses it­ 
self in the little as well as in the 
larger things of life. 
The spirit of 
it is shown just as much when we 
break an ordinance 
governing the 
disposal of waste as when a tru st 
m agnate takes a chance at evading 
the Sherm an law. 
Its worst m anifes­ 
tation is in the lynchings, the whip­ 
pings and other mob outrages that 
have given us such a bad reputation 
abroad. 
Military service certainly does tend 
to make the individual amenable to 
a certain kind 
of 
authority, but 
w hether it gets at the root of lawless­ 
ness by improving morals is quite 
another question. 
Disbanded arm ies 
always have been and probably al­ 
ways will be looked on as a potential 
peril to the general peace. Europe 
paid a grudging tribute to the stabil­ 
ity of American character when we 
quickly disbanded the great armies 
of the north and south without en­ 
suing riots and disorders. It was ex­ 
pected 
that the spirit of violence 
nurtured by four years of war must 
spend itself for a few years at least 
in a widespread breaking of the law. 
Instead of that our soldiers went

and offices.
